On the contrary, there should 
be widespread satisfaction 
that one. of its main aima 
is to Introduce a uniform 
high. standard. Ono of the 
most obnoxious features of 
the recent criticism was the 
contention that poor people 
attending clinics could only 
afford unregistered doctors, 
Is this not just another 
way of advocating dual 
standards—ao high one for 
those who can afford it and 
an’ obviously lower for 
those who cannot? 


For the reason that it pre- 
vents this the bill js o 
good ono, and Dr Yeo docs 
wall to point out that 60 
per cent of the clinics are 
served by registored doctors 
some of whom charge Jess 
than unregistered doctors.
